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Life to return to 
Slave Lake within 
days, officials say

Life is returning to the fire-scarred 
and empty streets of Slave Lake in 
northern Alberta. 

Officials outlined a three-stage 
plan yesterday to send essential 
workers home first, followed by 
workers at major businesses. The 
rest of the 7,000 residents could 
end nearly two weeks of exile as 
early as Friday. 

“It’s veiy exciting for us,” said 
Mayor Karina Pillay-Kenny. 

“It’s probably precedent-setting 
and we couldn’t have done it with¬ 
out all the resources, all the vol¬ 
unteers and the municipalities and 
the province. I’ve never seen any¬ 
thing like it.” 

Slave Lake was emptied by a rag¬ 
ing wildfire that roared out of con¬ 
trol May 15, stoked by winds gust- 
ing up to 100 kilometres an hour. 
Some people had mere minutes to 


collect their families, gather a life¬ 
time’s worth of memories, get in 
their cars and drive. 

For many, it was just in time. 

The fire devastated whole 
blocks of homes and businesses. 
Neighbourhoods were flattened. 
Houses burned to their founda¬ 
tions and yards reduced to ashy 
tundra. Hundreds of vehicles were 
incinerated. Businesses and gov¬ 
ernment offices were reduced to 
tangled piles of rubble. 

Officials have estimated about 
one-third of the town was dam¬ 
aged or destroyed. 

Fire refugees have been staying 
in hotels, with family and Mends 
or at one of three evacuee centres. 
But that was coming to an end yes¬ 
terday with the return of essential 
workers to the community.

Appeal 
denied for 
convicted 
sex attacker 

A violent Alberta sex 
abuser turned murderer 
has failed to get his con¬ 
viction overturned for 
killing a prostitute, truss¬ 
ing her body in metal 
wire and hauling it 
around in his pickup 
truck. 

Alberta’s Court of Ap¬ 
peal, in a written 
decision, rejected Thomas 
Svekla’s argument that 
the trial judge made 
inferences and leaps of 
logic unsupported by the 
evidence to convict 
Svelcla of the second- 
degree murder of Theresa 
Innes. 

The Appeal Court said 
yesterday the trial judge 
did not look at just one 
piece of the puzzle, but 
instead came to a proper 
conclusion after looking 
at all of the 

circumstantial evidence. 

The decision is a severe 
setback to Svekla’s future 
freedom. 

The Crown used the 
2008 murder conviction 
to make a successful bid 
last year to have Svelcla 
designated a dangerous 
offender. 

That status makes it 
unlikely that Svelcla, who 
is serving a life sentence, 
will ever be released. 

Svekla’s case and con¬ 
viction made headlines 
because he had been a 
suspect in several 
murders of sex-trade 
workers in and around 
Edmonton, though the 
killing of Innes was his 
only conviction.

Study to examine impact 
of sleep right from birth

A University of Alberta re¬ 
searcher has been awarded 
funding over the next five 
years to conduct a study on 
the affect sleep has on chil¬ 
dren’s neurological devel¬ 
opment. 

Dr. Piush Mandhane, a 
researcher with the Facul¬ 
ty of Medicine and Den¬ 
tistry at the U of A, aims to 
analyze the impact of sleep 
on 1,000 children in Ed¬ 
monton from birth until 
the age of five. 

Mandhane says pedi¬ 


atric sleep problems are 
veiy common and affect 
up to 15 per cent of chil¬ 
dren. 

“We see more children 
with sleep problems than 
we do with all other respi¬ 
ratory problems — which 
includes asthma — com¬ 
bined,” Mandhane said. 

Children will be hooked 
up to portable monitoring 
devices at the ages of one, 
three, and five in order to 
study breathing, heart rate 
and oxygen levels. 


In comparison to other 
studies, Mandane says he 
feels this study is more 
detailed. 

“I think measuring 
sleep during the first cou¬ 
ple of years of develop¬ 
ment is critical because 
that’s when your brain 
is really developing,” 
Mandhane said. 

Mandhane’s research is 
part of a national study 
involving 5,000 children 
across the country.

Kids killed in Syrian crackdown? 

O Opposition group identifies one child who died under “severe torture” 


More than 25 children, 
some of them tortured, 
are among the victims of 
the Syrian government’s 
deadly crackdown on an 
uprising that has killed 
more than 1,000 people 
over the past two months, 
an opposition group said 
yesterday. 

The Local Co-ordination 
Committees in Syria, 
which helps organize the 
protests against President 
Bashar Assad, identified 


the children and the cir¬ 
cumstances of their death. 
Syria, has blocked media 
access in the country, 
making it impossible to 
verify the reports inde¬ 
pendently. 

The children ranged in 
age from five to 17. Many 
appeared to have been 
killed in crossfire, such as 
Mahmood Allcadree, 12, 
who was struck by four 
bullets when he went out 
to buy bread for his family 


in the Damascus suburb of 
Douma, the statement 
said. 

The body of 15-year-old 
Ahmad Radwan was found 
in the orchards of the 
coastal town of Banias, 
shot once in the stomach 
and once in the chest. 

Majd Ibrahim Alrfaee, a 
seven-year-old girl from 
the southern province of 
Daraa, died from a gun¬ 
shot to the abdomen, the 
report said. 


The statement said that 
13-year-old Saleh Ahmad 
Allchateeb was kidnapped 
by security forces on April

David Campbell found out 
yesterday morning he was 
one of 2,000 Sony Ericsson 
customers from Canada 
whose personal data had 
been stolen and posted on¬ 
line for anyone to see. 

He’s been through a 
case of online fraud before 
and is resigned to the fact 
that information stored on 
the web is at risk. So he 
wasn’t overly concerned to 
learn that his name and 
email were being shared 


by hackers. But he doesn’t 
appreciate that Sony didn’t 
alert him to the latest secu¬ 
rity breach to hit the enter¬ 
tainment giant. 

“I guess (the data breach) 
is disappointing but in this 
modern day you’d probably 
be a little foolish to think 
that anything’s safe,” said 
Campbell, who works with 
the Stratford Shakespeare 
Festival. 

Sony has been hit with a 
number of hacker attacks 


in recent weeks, the most 
notable coming last month 
and affecting more than 
100-million accounts of 
PlayStation Network and 
Qriocity users. Names, birth 
dates, email addresses and 
log-ins were compromised. 
The company said in a 
statement issued yesterday 
that hackers on Sony Erics¬ 
son’s Canadian site only ac¬ 
cessed email addresses and 
encrypted passwords.

I have a stunning secret to re-

I haven’t ridden it yet because the shop is 
adding all the doodads needed in the 
modern urban cycling environment — 
pre-made legal forms, James Bond-style nail strip, basket 
with a flower on the front — but soon I’ll be a cyclist. 

In other words, I’m about to get a new perspective on 
the long-running feud that is Cars vs. Bikes. (Note the 
dehumanifying.) 

What has always amazed me about this conflict is 
that the vast majority of people have both hiked and 
driven cars. Everybody is on both sides. Yet to hear the

Why? My theoiy is that 
each group has an Idiot 
Quotient that ends up dom¬ 
inating the discussion; we 
literally remember the hits 
and forget the misses.

injure. And while I have some tolerance for bikes on 
sidewalks, it’s unacceptable to barrel down a sidewalk 
like Fred Flintstone stuck in his runaway Stoneway 
piano yelling, “Make way!”

LONDON. Canada has 
cracked the top 10 in a 
global security 
assessment that ranks 
countries based on how 
peaceful they are. 

The Global Peace 
Index ranked Canada 
eighth out of 153 coun¬ 
tries, a six-spot jump 
over last year. 

The index, produced 
by the Institute for Eco¬ 
nomics and Peace (IEP), 
suggests North America 
overall has improved 
slightly thanks in part to 
Canada’s rise in the rank¬ 
ings. The United States 
was 82nd, compared to 
85th last year. The index 
says if the U.S. reduced 
its violent crime rates to 
that of Canada’s, the U.S. 
economy and its state 
governments could save 
billions of dollars on cor¬ 
rectional services, health 
care and lost tax 
revenue. 

Iceland regained the 
top spot after slipping in 
last year’s index follow¬ 
ing violent 

demonstrations related 
to the collapse of its 
financial system, while 
Libya tumbled 83 spots 
to 143 in the largest drop 
in the index’s history. 

Overall, the index 
found the world is less 
peaceful for the third 
straight year.

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Oprah says 
her goodbyes 


Oprah Winfrey walked on 
stage for her talk show fi¬ 
nale yesterday to a stand¬ 
ing ovation from her studio 
audience before thanking 
her viewers for watching 
for a quarter of a century. 

“Twenty-five years and 
I’m still saying ‘Thank you 
America,’” Winfrey said. 
“Thank you so much. There 
are no words to match this 
moment.” 

Winfrey told them that 
sometimes she was a 
teacher, but more often her 
viewers taught her. She 
called the episode her “last 
class.” 

The show’s first mo¬ 
ment was a clip of Win¬ 
frey’s first show. She taped 
the last episode of The 


Oprah Winfrey Show on 
Tuesday in Chicago. 

Winfrey was the only 
person on stage with little 
background music and 
very short flashback clips. 

“When she came out, 
her appearance, the way 
she stepped on stage and 
the message she brought 
about finding yourself, 
your purpose,” said audi¬ 
ence member Wanda Nash, 
47, of Chicago, an execu¬ 
tive assistant and foster 
parent. “It was all about 
Oprah.” 

Winfrey kissed and 
hugged her longtime part¬ 
ner, Stedman Graham, and 
made her way through the 
halls of Harpo Studios, say¬ 
ing goodbye to her staff, au¬ 


dience members said. 

Winfrey announced in 
November 2009 that she 
would end her popular talk 
show after 25 years. 

Tuesday’s taping came a 
week after Hollywood’s A- 
list and 13,000 fans bid 
Winfrey farewell during a 
double-episode extravagan¬ 
za at Chicago’s United Cen¬ 
ter. They were just a few of 
the approximately 30,000 
guests on the show over 25 
years.

It’s easy to get caught up in the new trends each year, 
and so far 2011 has brought forward a huge change in 
home decor. The 1970s and early 1980s are dominating 
the looks; from punchy patterns, shiny metallics to the 
heaven-help-us colours of painted appliances. 

Trends usually come in three timelines: five-year 
trends like flooring, paint colours and furniture pieces; 
two-year trends like bedding, towels and lighting and 
then seasonal trends like candles, faux florals and table- 
top accessories. In short, the more money you spend on 
something, the longer it should fit its trend life. 

Here’s a roundup of this year’s biggest decor trends 
that you’d be best staying away from. 



Grey power 

All this trendy grey colour that we’ve been seeing is simply 
a way to ease our eyes away from the golden-taupe colours 
we were decorating with over the past 10 years. 
Unfortunately grey will only be around for about one to 
two years so use it sparingly. Want a bit of grey to update 
your space and feel trendy? I suggest using it in small 
amounts like painting a powder room or adding grey bed 
sheets. For paint, choose cooler/grey-based paint colours; 
shadowy, cool colours are what's important to achieve, not 
the actual colour of grey. 



Antique brass 

There’s a popularity of getting away from the shiny chrome 
and nickel plated finishes and going toward and 
unpolished brass; certainly a dramatic change. Unpolished 
brass; like grey paint colours is being used as a catalyst to 
get us away from the silvery-tones metals. I suggest using 
old brass finishes only on old traditionally inspired pieces. A 
classic old-fashioned wall sconce or brass nailhead trim on 
the edge of a leather wingback chair will belong forever. 



Large print wallpaper 

Large floral prints, metallic and velvet flocking are all 
reminiscent of the 1970s. Anyone who just removed the orig¬ 
inal stuff hung 40 years ago sure as heck will never be hang¬ 
ing it again. 

I suggest using this new trend in a very selective way; use 
it on one wall as a focal point like behind a bed. 

For less of a commitment, frame the trendy stuff in large, 
inexpensive Ikea frames and hang in groupings. If wallpaper¬ 
ing the walls, be sure to prime the walls properly so that 
when the time comes the paper can be easily removed. 






Honeysuckle pink 

That bright, rich pink is (by The Pantone Institute 
standards) the colour of 2011. It is an optimistic colour 
which is ‘good for the times' they say. The only way I would 
use it is if Pantone could magically turn me into a teenage 
girl. Pink is one of the most difficult colours to accept in 
decorating although if used properly, it becomes unnotice- 
able. How to use: Have it as a third colour in the room, not 
first or second. Some great colour combinations to 
incorporate pink: grey/teal/pink or brown/beige/pink. 


1970s-inspired furnishings 

Chrome tubular, caramel leather, owl-motifs, useless 
ceramic and pottery figurines are iconic of the 1970s 
and will most likely be admired by some born after 
1970. 

How to use: Selectively, one '70s classic piece can 
absorb itself into the room without being overly 
noticeable and add some charm. 


Coloured appliances 

Cobalt blue, red, hunter green and orange; everybody 
remembers (or has seen) the avocado-coloured fridge and 
harvest-gold stove. Enough said. 

How to use the new brightly coloured appliance trend: 
incorporate in a Mondrian-inspired kitchen using red 
glossy cupboards, yellow rubber floors, cobalt blue appli¬ 
ances, white countertops.... A chop-a-block of colour could 
look kind of cool... please don’t add hunter green coloured 
appliances to a golden colonial oak kitchen — yuck. 


Greige-stained wood tones 

It's that driftwood coloured finish on wood; think of old, 
worn oak that has been bleached by the sun; similar to drift¬ 
wood in its texture and colour. It is meant to get our eye ex¬ 
cited about something more than just dark espresso wood 
tones and we are seeing it mainly on traditional-shaped fur¬ 
niture. How to use: in all white rooms, a small furniture 
piece in a guest room; it’s considered the look of new coun¬ 
try so if country decorating is your thing... go for it.

Tampa forces another Game 7

O Lightning’s Roloson improves to 7-0 
in elimination games in his career 


Martin St. Louis and Teddy 
Purcell each scored twice, 
resilient goalie Dwayne 
Roloson weathered a hat 
trick by Boston’s David 
Krejci, and the Tampa Bay 
Lightning stayed alive in 
the Eastern Conference fi¬ 
nals with a 5-4 win over 
the Boston Bruins in Game 
6 last night. 

Game 7 is tomorrow 
night in Boston (CBC, 6 
p.m.). The Bruins are seek¬ 
ing their first trip to the 
Stanley Cup finals in 21 
years, and the Lightning 
will try to clinch their first 
appearance on hockey’s 
biggest stage since they 
won their only NHL cham¬ 
pionship in 2004. 

The Western Confer¬ 
ence champion Vancouver 
Canucks await the winner 
in the finals. 

St. Louis also assisted on 
a third-period goal that 
put the Lightning up 4-2. 
His second goal — and 
NHL-leading 10th of the 
playoffs — restored Tampa 
Bay’s two-goal lead after 
Boston pulled within 4-3 
on one of two goals Krejci 
scored to keep the Bruins 
within striking distance in 
the closing minutes. 

Roloson, who didn’t 
play in Game 5, gave up a 
pair of first-period goals 
and finished with 16 saves. 

Boston’s Tim Thomas 
gave up another early 
goal, then struggled after 
Krejci and Milan Lucic 
scored to give the Bruins a 
2-1 lead through one peri¬ 
od. 



The Lightning took con¬ 
trol when St. Louis, Purcell 
and Steve Stamlcos scored 
power-play goals within a 
12-minute span of the sec¬ 
ond and third periods. 

The Lightning rallied 
from a 3-1 deficit to beat 
Pittsburgh in the first 
round, with their 41-year- 
old goalie shutting out the 
Penguins in Game 7 on the 
road. 

Tampa got off to a quick 
start as Purcell scored on 
the Lightning’s opening 
shot. 

Lucic countered for 
Boston less than seven 
minutes later with a wrist 
shot from the slot that got 
past Roloson. Krejci’s gave 
the Bruins a 2-1 lead with 
3:30 remaining in the first. 

But Boston’s failure to 
take advantage of three 
more powerplays caught 
up with them in the mid¬ 
dle of the second period 
when Tampa Bay convert¬ 
ed three within 12 min¬ 
utes to regain the lead for 
good.

The Heat lead the Chica¬ 
go Bulls 3-1 in the Eastern 
Conference finals and a win 
tonight in Chicago means 
they’ll be playing for a 
championship. 

That’s exactly the way 
James, Dwyane Wade and 
Chris Bosh envisioned it 
when they decided to join 
forces in the off-season. Mi¬ 
ami is on the verge of the fi¬ 
nals after a 101-93 overtime 
win on Tuesday. 

James led the way with 
35 points and helped con¬ 
tain Rose down the stretch. 
Bosh chipped in with 22, 
Wade came up with three 
big blocks in overtime and 
the bench delivered.

Wade said. “But we have 
the team and we have the 
guys that are capable of 
showing up and putting on 
a performance that we 
need to win the game.

The Bulls’ first three- 
game skid of the season 
could not have come at a 
worse time. 

“When you look at the

The Bulls dropped 
consecutive games on¬ 
ly four times during 
the regular season 
and never lost more 
than two in a row. 

Chicago’s Luol Deng said. 

But he was quick to 
point out the games have 
been close.

COACHING HIRE 

Lakers turn 
to LeBron’s 
ex-coach 

The Los Angeles Lakers 
reached a deal in principle 
with former Cleveland 
coach Mike Brown yester¬ 
day to succeed Phil Jack- 
son, according to a person 
with knowledge of the dis¬ 
cussions. 

Brown will get a four- 
year deal worth roughly 
$18 million US, according 
to the person who spoke 
to The Associated Press on 
condition of anonymity 
because Brown hadn’t yet 
been formally hired. 

The Lakers released a 
statement later yesterday 
confirming the club hopes 
to make Brown the 22nd 
coach in franchise history. 



“We’ve met with Mike 
and are very impressed 
with him,” said the state¬ 
ment from the Lakers’ 
public relations. “In addi¬ 
tion, we have an outline 
for an agreement in place 
and hope to sign a con¬ 
tract within the next few 
days.” 

With a strong interview 
last weekend, Brown be¬ 
came the top candidate 
for the daunting challenge 
of succeeding the 11-time 
NBA champion Jackson 
with one of the NBA’s 
iconic franchises. The Lak¬ 
ers’ 16 NBA titles trail only 


the Boston Celtics’ 17 in 
league history. 

Rather than promoting 
one of Jackson’s assistant 
coaches, the Lakers are 
changing course after an 
abrupt end to their two- 
year title reign. 

Kobe Bryant endorsed 
Jackson assistant Brian 
Shaw for the job, but Jim 
Buss — the Lakers’ execu¬ 
tive vice-president of play¬ 
er personnel and the son 
of owner Jerry Buss — be¬ 
came intrigued by Brown 
after the interview. 

A respected tactician 
with a strong pedigree, 
Brown has experience 
with big games and stars, 
even if he couldn’t get Le¬ 
Bron James a title. 

“Mike Brown is a great 
coach,” James said in Mia¬ 
mi. “I respect him. He defi¬ 
nitely helped me become 
who I am today.”

Coaches 
jump into 
NFL labour 
court battle 


NFL coaches are teaming 
up with the players in 
their legal fight to end the 
owner-imposed lockout. 

The NFL Coaches Associ¬ 
ation filed a brief with the 
8th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals yesterday express¬ 
ing support for the players 
and saying that the 
lockout is putting their 
jobs in jeopardy. 

“Owners and fans 
increasingly demand im¬ 
mediate success, and 
coaches whose teams can¬ 
not fulfil such severe 
expectations face likely 
dismissal, which means 
the uprooting of families, 
economic dislocation and 
a significantly less promis¬ 
ing career path,” lawyers 
for the NFLCA wrote. 

No individual coaches 
were identified in the 
brief, which said that the 
eight new coaches hired 
this year face particularly 
daunting odds of success if 
the lockout is not lifted 
soon. The NFL grants new 
coaches two extra summer 
minicamps to get players 
familiar with the new 
staff, and the elimination 
of those camps puts them 
at a competitive disadvan¬ 
tage heading into the sea¬ 
son. 

“To meet 
management’s 
expectations, coaches 
need adequate time in the 
off-season to prepare their 
players for the season 
ahead,” the filing said. 
“Each day lost in 
preparing for the season 
further diminishes coach¬ 
es’ opportunities to prove 
themselves and advance 
their career.” 

NFL spokesman Greg 
Aiello said the league was 
not surprised by the filing. 

“The Coaches 
Association offices with 
the Players Association in 
Washington,” Aiello wrote 
in an email to The Associ¬ 
ated Press. “So this comes 
as no surprise.” 

The 8th Circuit has set a 
June 3 hearing to hear ar¬ 
guments on whether the 
lockout is legal. A federal 
judge in St. Paul, Minn., 
initially ruled that the 
lockout was illegal, but 
the 8th Circuit put a stay 
on that ruling pending the 
appeal.
